MANY COULDN'T VOTE. 


Hundreds Could Not Get Into the 
Bouths. 

New York, November 6.—The election was 
remarkable for the general: quietude that 
prevailed in the city despite the intense 
party feeling that ran with great fierceness 
in every district from the battery to Spuy- 
ten Duyvil. 

With the exception of a few ordinary en- 
counters there was no happening that could 
be called riotous in any section, A tour of 
the districts by a close observer resulted in 
no discoveries more striking than the extra- 
ordinary, serious, determined mood the aver- 
age voter seemed to bein, Men - who never 
dream of taking breakfast before 9 o'clock 
in the morning were everywhere at the 
polls long before they were legally open for 
voters. They stood in the chilly air reading 
their papers, cakhnly waiting till the time 
came for business to begin. 

In the big district on the west side there 
were long lines of men who steed fer hours 
without being able to get anywhere near the 
polls till two or three hours after they had 
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got a place in the single tiles on the side- 
walks. At one time in some of the brown 
stone districts, where the republican 
strength is noted, many of the voters be- 
came suspicious as to the real cause of the 
slow movement ahead of them and at the 
ballot boxes, and feeling grew strong that 
the delay was caused by the ‘‘maliecious in- 
activity’ of their enemies. In some in- 
stances there was some basis for this view 
of the situation, and when it became appar- 
ent to the inspectors and the watchers that 
too much time was being taken up by the 
slow ‘‘coaches” there was a cry of ‘“‘get a 
move on you,’ and things became more 
rustling. 

There was actual disfranchisement in 
hundreds of cases in various parts of the 
city. Unfortunate fellows who, because of 
their illiterac? and who were allowed no 
guide posts behind the screens, were unable 
to make ballot ends meet legally and had to 
give up the job finally, were very many. 
But they were not the only men who had 
gone to the trouble of being registered and 
lost their votes. 

The cause of it all was unquestionably 
the lack of booths. It is true that the law 
says there has to be a booth for every fifty 
voters, and that in several districts dis- 
tricts extra booths. were quickly put in 
place the night before election day; but all 
that did not alter the fact that hundreds 
of men in the city today stood in line and 
héd finally to see the polls closed in their 
faces before they could reach the ballot 
boxes. 

The inspectors in some of the districts 
were in full sympathy with the men far 
back in line when the hands of the clock 
neared the hour of 4, but they assert that 
they were not to blame, that “the infernal 
ballot system’’ was at the bottom of the 
whole lamentable business, and booths had 
little to do with the condition of affairs in 
certain quarters.

Just as we go to press a dispatch comes 
from Washington that the next house will 
stand: Democrats, 145; republicans, 27; 
populists, 4. Total, 356. 

This means a large working majority for 
the republicans. It means Tom Reed will 
again be speaker and it means another 
effort at tariff legislation. 

Such democratic leaders as William L. 
Wilson, of West Virginia; William M. 
Springer, of Illinois; John Tarsney, of Mis- 
souri; William D. Bynum, of Indiana; Jo- 
seph H. Oathwaite, of Ohio; John D. 
Alderson, of West Virginia; A. B. Mont- 
gomery, of Kentucky, and others have been 
defeated by republicans. 

It looks like the republicans made a 
fight all along the line against the demo- 
cratic members of the ways and means 
committee. Of the eleven democrats on that 
committee only two will be returned to 
the next house. Five failed of renomina- 
tion either voluntarily or involuntarily, 
and four were defeated in yesterday’s elec- 
tion. Benton McMillin, of Tennessee, and 
Henry G. Turner, of Georgia, are the only 
two democrats of this committee who go 
back to congress. 

The democratic ranks are broken all 
along the line. 

The Latest Estimate. 

Washington, November 7.—According to 
the latest figures at 4 o’clock a. m., the 
next house of representatives will stand as 
follows: Democrats, 145; republicans, 207; 
populists, 4. Total 356.

The republican cyclone swept through 
the west, and with results just as fatal 
to the democratic candidates as in New 
York and Pennsylvania. 

It is all one way through Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois, and, up in the northwest, where 
democratic managers have fondly counted 
on building up the party, the results were 
just as disastrous. From the far west— 
the Pacific slope—the returns are neces~ 
sarily very much delayed on account of the 
difference of time, but the arly advices 
all point to republican gains and republican 


victories all along the line. 

Ohio out—McKinley’s McKinley. 

The great 80,000 majority which signalized 
the victory of Ohio’s present governor seems 
to have been eclipsed, and the indications 
now are that the famous Vallandingham 
majority of 101,000 will be knocked out. of 
course. this carries with it corresponding 
and proportionate gains in the congressional 
districts, and all that the republicans have 
claimed for Ohio seems to heave been 
realized. 

Indiana is not a state of big majorities, 
but the republicans seem to have a plenty 
there. and their claim of a gain of six 
congressmen is pretty well established. 
The defeat of Mr. Bynum is one of the 
notable features in that state, as is the de- 
feai of theatric Tom Johnson in Ohio, In 
the Cleveland district—it simply snowed. 

From 30,000 to 50,000 is the size of the re- 
publican majority in Illinois—that is the 
republican estimate, and nobody seems dis- 
posed to dispute it. Here Mr. Springer 
was turned down. The election of Frank 
Lawler to congress, as an independent 
democrat, is taken as a direct rebuke by 
his friends of President Cieveland’s ac- 
tion in refusing to appoint him postmaster 
in the face of the phenomenal support he 
had for that plece. Mr. Cullom will suc- 

{ceed himself in the senate, unless some 
other republican wrests the laurel from his

Democratic hopes of gains in Michigan 
have received what might metaphorically 
be cailed a black eye.

cities and towns. In addition to all this 
the state has been agitated over the ques- 
tion of holding a constitutional convention, 
which, if ha@ld, would disfranchise the 
negro and eliminate him from politics. This 
aroused the negroes, and on this question 
they have been supported by the indepen- 
dents, who wish to use the negro in the fu- 
ture. Feeling has been bitter, and the ne-. 
groes have turned out in larger numbers 
than in years, that is, they have turned out 
in the cities and towns, but it is not likely 
they have turned out at the country pre- 
cintts, Where the democrats are in a large 
majority, and where there are no indepen- 
dents to give the negro encouragement and 
assistance, } 

The calling of the constitutional conven- 
tion, as stated, means that a new constitu- 
tion will be made and the negro disfran- 
chised. : 

Senator Irby, chairman of the democratic 
Staite executive committee, has been at his 
headquarters all day receiving reports. At 
this hour, two hours after the closing of the 
polis, he is receiving bulletins from all parts 
of the state. He has never been in doubt 
during the day of the outcome. Notwith- 
standing the negro vote he is satisfied Pope 
will be defeated by an overwhelming major- 
ity and that the’ constitutional convention 
will be called. This is also in the face of 
the fact that the independents had much 
money and in several co -nties bought up 
the supervisors of registration to’ enable 
them to get all the registration tickets they 
wanted to place in the hands of the ne- 
groes. The law requires that these certifi- 
cates shall be issued by the supervisors not 
later than the first Monday in July. Find- 
ing that the negroes had hot registered and 
secured certificates, the independents 
bought supérvisors and secured thousands 
of certificates, which, while illezally issued 
by the supervisors, were good at the polls 

Tillman Wins the Senatorship. 

In about half the counties independent 
tickets for the legislature were run in the 
hope of getting a sufficient number of mem. 
bers in the legislature to re-elect Senator 
Butler over Governor Tillman, the demo- 
cratic choice for the senate. The indica- 
tions are now that these tickets will fail of 
election in nearly every county. It was the 
last chance of Senator Butler.

A number of compli- 
cated and interesting questions having 
arisen under former laws, and anticipat- 
ing that questions will arise in the future 
of equal importance, it is essential for 
their solution to understand what has been 
the former legislation of congress, the de- 
cisions of the courts andthe rulings of the 
department on the subject of the income 
tax. With this in view, Mr. Pugh has 
been occupied since his appuintment in ex- 
amining and preparing a digest of the 
court decisions and the department rulings 
curtailed under their respective headings. 
He has aiso prepared a comparison of all 
the former laws upon the income tax, ar- 
ranged so that all the provisions heret@- 
fore made upon the same subject shall ap- 
pear properly grouped, and any one at a 
single ce can see the various changes 
fications that have taken place.

FUNG-WANG-CHING BURNED 


By the Chinese, and Price Kung, the 
Emperor's Uncle Appointed Dictator. 
London, November 6.—A dispatch to The 

Times from Tien-Tsin says that Fung- 
Wang-Ching was burned by the Chinese, 
The defense of the road to Moukden has 
collapsed. General Sung, with the rem- 
nant of his army, is in the Mathienling 
pass, between Fung-Wang-Ching and Lia- 
oyanoy. Winter has set in.. Snow has fall- 
en in Maachuria. 

The dispatch adds that the Japanese 
cleverly effected a landing at Pitzwo, Kin- 
chow, while making a demonstration 
against the opposite coast of Shang-Tung. 
They cut the telegraph, thus preventing 
the news from reaching the Chinese admi- 
ral. A Chinese fleet, consisting of fourteen 
warships and a torpedo ‘flotilla, after- 
wards started to attack the Japanese, but 
was recalled. It is believed that the gov- 
ernment is reserving the fleet for more 
important service. 

Prince Kung, the emperor’s uncle, who 
was recently appointed president of the 
Tsung Li Yamen and chief of the admiral- 
ty, has now been appointed dictator, indi- 
cating a further centralization of author- 
ity. The Manchu princes favor reform, 
while the Japanese oppose them. Three 
disguised Japanese were recently caught 
at Klin-Wan with maps and plans of Chi- 
nese defenses upon them. ‘The Japanese 
entered Fung-Wang-Ching on October 8ist. 
A Shanghai agg ma to The Times says 
that Li Hung Chany will take command 
of thé first Chinese army. 

Viceroy Lutai, of Nankin, becomes vice- 
roy of Tien-Tsin. The viceroy of Wu- 
Chang has been appointed to a similar po- 
sition in Nankin. Judge Huyuff and Ma- 
jor von Hanneken have been ordered to 
raise a new army on German lines as the 
nucleus of a grand army of China.

CHINA A SUPPLIANT 


To the Powers to Intervene and Stop 
the War. 

London, November 6.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Tien-Tsin says that the repre- 
sentatives of all the powers were as- 
sembled on Saturday last by the Tsung Li 
Yamen to hear the Chinese government’s 
statement respecting the critical situation 
of affairs. 

Price Kung, president of the Tsung Li 
Yamen, the dispatch adds, calmly avowed 
the impotence of China to withstand the 
Japanese attack and appealed to the powers 
to intervene, saying that China was will- 
ing to abandon her sovereignty over Corea 
and to pay a war indemnity. The min- 
isters applauded the frankness of this con- 
fession and promised to report China’s 
apjtical to their respective governments 
with a view to the restoration of peace in 
order to avert the dangers threatening all 
interests.

The 
schools teach how to read; the libraries 
furnish what to read. But far surpassing 
the libraries in educative influence are the 
daily neWspapers and magazines. We are 
governed by public opinion as ascertained 
and expressed by the newspapers, to such 
a degree that our civilization is justly to 
be called a newspaper civilization. The li- 
brary and newspaper are our chief instru- 
mentalities for the continuation of the 
school and the universicy. Lecture courses, 
scientific and literary associations, are as- 
sisting largely. The work in the churches 
of the land is an even more potent factor 
in school extension.’’

Religious Persecution in Massachusetts 

Mrs. Louise Imogene Guiney, the. post- 
mistress of Auburndale, Mass., is a very 
charming woman, and her poetry is 
very popular. 

Yet Miss Guiney’s talent and win- 
some personality have not shielded her 
from persecution. It seems that the 
members of the American Protective 
Association are very strong in Auburpn- 
dale, and they have started a boycott 
against the postmistress on the ground 
that she is a Catholic.

A lady of 
highest character, of rich and unusual 
gifts, of perfect official rectitude, the 
daughter of a brave and patriotic officer 
in the union army, is being hounded out 
. of her means of livelihood by a company 
of narrow-minded and violent fanatics sim- 
ply on account of her religious faith. The 
thing would be incredible were it not ac- 
tual. It is an instance of bigotry worthy 
only of the darkest of dark ages, and I 
have not words strong enough to express 
my indignation and my righteous anger. 
If there is not in Massachusetts enough 
love of fair play and respect for tolerance 
and honesty to prevent the American Pro- 
tective Association from thus rid.ng down 
ail justice and decency, it is high time 
that we ackrowledged our civilization and 
ethics a practical failure.

Neglect of that work is the abandonment 
of millions of Afro-Americans to corruption 
through which an equal number of Ameri- 
cams will suffer harm. For our own wel- 
fare, if not for that of the negro, tbis 
dark problem must be considered.”

“Bear in Mind.” 

Anniston, Ala., November 6.—Editor Con- 
stitution: I have before me an editcrial 
which appeared in a recent issue of your 
valued paper under the head of “Gear in 
Mind,” in which you say that the present 
crop of cotton would yield the farmers of 
manufact- 
ured this cotton at home it would yield 
them $105,000,000, more than four times what 
we get for the raw material; and you say 
that we are not running our affairs upon 
business principles, and you ask what sense 
there is in letiing outsiders manufacture 
our great staple and reap all the profits; 
and you say further, that the same rea- 
sons which carry the furnaces to the 
iron and coal fields should bring the cot- 
ton factory to the cotton belt; and you 
conclude with the assertion that that policy 
is the south’s royal road to fertune and 
that the present policy is the straight road 
to poverty. Mr. Editor, no greater truths 
were ever spoken than these, and your 
able editorial points to the only true poli- 
cy by which the southern states can be 
guided in order to develope the splendid 
naturel resources with which a bountiful 
Creator hag endowed them. It must be 
conceded by all thinking men that we must 
depend for our future development and 
progress upon our industrial resources, 
for it is equally as true with agriculture 
until we secure a better market for its pro- 
ducts and that market must be-beyond all 
doubt a home market, and the best market 
in the world is that furnished by the fac- 
tory operative, the skilled laborer and the 
merchant and professional man, which are 
the necessary result of a manufacturing 
community. They are the real consumer, 
and, in fact, the only real consumer we 
have. Some time since I visited Spartan- 
burg, 8. C., and in the county of Spartan.- 
burg there are nineteen cotton mills in 
which are employed over 8,000 operatives, 
and through all our hard times for the past 
two years you could not have found hard 
times in that county with a Pinkerton de- 
tective. Why? Because the farmer had a 
ready market for al] his pork and vege- 
tables or anything in the way of food pro- 
ducts that he could raise besides the mer- 


chant, the tradesman and the professional 
man had a market for their wares, for 
their labor and for thei rofessional ser- 
vices. And such must be our policy in Geor- 
gia; our efforts must be in the direction of 
industrial development. The old red hills 
of Georgia contain greater wealth than the 
fabled mines of King Solomon, and our duty 
is as plain as the noonday sun. We must 
realize upon this wealth, and by so doing 
we will furnish a market for our agricul- 
tural products. Do you know why our splen- 
did city of Atlanta so nobly withstood the 
shock of the panic of last year and the 
hard times that have prevailed for two 
years? Because she has within her limits 
over seven hundred diversified industries. 
And what is applicable tq Atlanta is equally 
applicable to the whole state of the whole 
country. The policy of our people and our 
statesmen must, in the future, be the poll- 
cy which you so ably expressed in your 
clear and patriotic editorial entitled ‘“‘Bear 
in Mind.’’

of colored womanhood. Haif of them 
quecred themselves on their mere appear- 
ances. One of them was given a trial. She 
couldn’t cook a plece of beefsteak decently, 
saying nothing of an oyster pattie. An- 
other of the applicants was’ given a test. 
She failed on coffee and couldn’t be taught. 
The next cooked well enough that day for 
dinner, but let all the fire go out in the 
stove at might when company was coming 
to tea. The birds were withered by slow 
warmth, not broiled by hot coals. She was 
told to go,“and another sent for to appear 
in time to have breakfast. The morning 
came, but mot the cook, and breakfast con- 
sisted of such cold viands as the pantry 
could offer up on short notice. Luring the 
day, however, a cook came who said she 
could satisfy the delicate palate of old Epi- 
curus himself. She was sure to please in 
the pastry line, for that was her specialty, 
and yet when asked huw she would start 
about making Charlotte Russe, she de- 
clared that she always cut the onions up 
to smithereens—enough to send er from 
the door without further words. It was 
pitiful The family thought about moving 
to a hotel for the winter. But, this would 
never do. The door bell, meantime, is kept 
ringing by the applicants. One said sl 
had letters of recommendation, but inad- 
vertentiy left them at hume. Her home 
was in Knoxville But she was taken as 
a dernier resort. What will be her fate or 
the fate of the family is au unsettled prob- 
lem that opens for discussion 4 very intcr- 
esting theme—why docsn’t Atlanta have 4 
better class of covks?

. In the fourth.Congressman Moses defeat- 
ed Mr. Thornton, the populist nominee, by 
something more than 3,000 majority. 

The seventh district went for democracy 
and Congressman Maddox by 1,602, accord- 
ing to the most reliable reports from all 
the counties in the district.

Richard Beale, colored, was shot in the 
right side near the waist, the ball entering 
the back and lodging. 

Dan Bowles was shot in the forehead 
and struck from behind with a brick. His 
wounds, while painful, are not serious. 

Two others, one named Williamson, the 
other Pee, were shot in the legs, but 
their wounds were not serious. 

Besides all this shooting several were 
severely beaten up with sticks, of whom 
Byron Hadley vas the most seriously hurt. 
The shooting took place in the road in front 
of Judge Price’s, on Battle Row, where the 
polling of 1,269th destrict was held. 

It was a sequel to the fight occurring a 
few minutes before at the polls. 

It was nearly time for the ballot to 
close, and when some negroes went up to 
vote the democratic ticket one of them 
was challenged by Sim Gay, a populist, who 
had been making himself very much in 
evidence tbe entire day. This challenge of 
the voter was resented by Mr. T. Bowles, 
the marshal of Nellieville. The negro got 
vut his gun, and was going to use it, when 
Mr. Dan Bowles rushed up and wrenched 
it out of his hands. There was a general 
rush by the constables and deputies, and 
all joined in a free fight. The negro was 
taken out of the yard by Mr. Bowles, who 
was then set on by Byron Hadley. Had- 
ley, a bystander, struck Mr. Bowles with a 
brick. Marshal George Heckle, who was 
inside the yard, ran toward the gate to 
try and stop two men. John Goss, who 
was im the road, said: “If Heckle comes 
out here I'll shoot —.—. — him.” 

As the marshal ran out Goss fired at 
him and the ball took effect in his reck. 
He was stunned for a moment, and while 
he was turning to pull his pistol Goss fired 
again, this time the ball hitting Will Boh- 
ler, whiose back was turned to him. 

Quick as a flash, Goss fired again, and 
hit Dr. Carmody, who was across the road. 
Again Goss fired at the inoffensive negro 
and hit him in the back. Coss was using 
both hands, holding the barrel in one, 
while he pulled the trigger with the other, 
All this took place in two-«seconds, and, 
in the meantime, Marshal Heckle had pull- 
ed his pistol and started toward Goss, who, 
seeing him coming, fired again. 

As Goss fired, Heckle fired, and both 
shots took effect at the same instant. Goss 
fell against the bank, and as he did snapped 
his pistol at Heckle, who fired again, the 
ball taking effect. The marshal, who was 
perfectly cool, seeing his man was down 
and his revolver empty, let up. 

The crowd rushed to the spot, and in a 
few seconds Goss died. Heckle grew weak 
from loss of blood. 

Aside from the killing of Goss, the rest 
of the shooting is somewhat mixed. Goss, 
it seems, did most of the work, but who 
shiot Dan Bowles, or who shot Williamson 
is shrouded in mystery. There 
were so many shooting constabies and 
others that most anybody’s bullet may have 
taken effect. The negro Richafd Beall, 
who was so seriously wounded, was shot by 
Goss—that is certain. The shooting of Car- 
mody was also done by Goss. When 
Goss’s pistol was found @ll of the chambers 
were empty. The dead man was about 
forty-five years old, and came here from 
Barnwell, S. C,, about fourteen years ago. 
He leaves a wife and five children.

‘tered the door of the station house about 6 


o'clock yesterday evening.

The store windows 
were brightly iHuminated to catch the pass- 
ers-by as they wended their wey homewar 
and the gleam of ruddy fireplaces here and 
there shot out a cheerful ray into the dark- 
ness that was fast gathering. 

“I am lost in the city,” said the old gen- 
tleman, in a rather nervous manner, ° and I 
have come to ask you for information.” 

It was no time for any one to get lost ina 
city. Mr. Joiner, the*station hcuse Keeper, 
looked up from his books, and laying his pen 
by the side of his inkstand, took a critical, 
though good-natured, peep at the stranger.

It was be- 
lieved for a while that the fire wauld 
reach the business part of the town, but 
by hard work and the heroism on the part 
of some noble men the fire was got under 
control. No definite cause has been given 
as to the origin of the fire. Some 
think it Was a spark from a passing loco- 
motive and others think it was incendiary.

Barnesville, Ga., November 6.—(Special.)— 
Latest—At 8 o’clock the delegatfon with fire 
apparatus had not returned from Thomas- 
ton, but informaiion reaches us that the 
fire has been got under control. It is re- 
ported here that many people in Thomaston 
believe it the work of some populists who 
were mad because the Macon and Birming- 
ham railroad had chartered a train to the 
democratic party to haul negroes to Thom- 
aston to vote. It is a fact that an attempt 
was made to wreck the train on one of its 
trips with a load of voters, as the engineer 
stopped his engine just in time to prevent 
running over the cross ties where the rail 
had been removed and thrown down a 
twelve-foot embankment. 


SAVANNAH’S BLAZES. 


Estimates Place the Less Between 
$75,000 and 880,000. 
Savannah, Ga., November 6.—Latest esti- 
mates of loss by last night’s cotton fires are 
$75,000 to $80,000. About 80,000 bales were 
damaged. Two mores fires occurred today 
but were slight and quickly extinguished. 
The watchmen arrested this morning on 
ships on which fires occurred were releas- 


ed this afternoon, there being no evidence } 


to connect them with the fires. 

The mayor has offered a reward of $500 for 
the arrest and conviction of the incendiaries 
and commercial bodies have also taken ac- 
t:on,. 

There is no doubt in the minds of any 
of the business men here that the cotton 
fires on the ships were of incendiary origin, 
and in fact phosphorus was discovered to- 
day in one of the vessels on which a 
small fire that damaged three or four bales 
of cotton was found The cotton exchange. 
passe@ resolutions denouncing the perpe- © 
trators of the deed and declaring the fire 
an incendiary and urging the city to take 
action. Similar resolutions were passed 
by the board of trade. The city council met 
today and passed a resolution calling the 
work of the firebugs an outrage and an- 
other offering a reward of $500 for the ar- 
rest of each and every person who was con- 
cerned in the work. The eight watchmen 
of the ships finding the fire last nie g@’who 
were arrested on suspicion were released 
this afternoon, as no charges were preferred 
against them. 


COTTON BURNED AT TOCCOA. 


Seventeen Hundred Bales Destroyed 
with Inman & Co.’s Platform. 
Toccoa, Ga., November 6.—(Special.)—S. 
M. Inman & Co.’s big cotton platform was 
burned ‘here this afternoon. Seventeen 
hundred bales of cotton were entirely con- 
sumed; loss, $50,000, fully covered by in- 
surance. The residence of G. W. Swilling 
was also burned. The cotton compress and 
Southern railroad cotton platform were 

saved by hard work.

‘A MOST INTERESTING COMMUNICATION 


Mr. Davis Tells of What Honduras Will 
Vo, and of the Benefit to Come 
from Our Exposition. 


Honduras will be represented at the At- 
lanta exposition in most becoming style. 

Yesterday President Collier received a 
letter from Woodford M. Davis, United 
States representative in Honduras, in which 
every encouragement was given the 
project. The letter is exceedingly inter- 
esting as throwing light upon the great 
purpose of the exposition. It makes in- 
teresting reading, and is given in full: 


“president Collier, Cotton States and In- 
ternational Exposition Company, Atlant 
Ga.—My Dear Sir: I have just return 
from my trip to the republic of Honduras 
in the three weeks’ visit which was pene 
cipally devoted to company —, 
spread the information generally rega B 
the Atlanta exposition and a great interest 
is manifested, and am confident that 
Honduras will. be well represented, both 
as an exhibitor, and in number of visitors. 
The purpose of the exposition, that to en- 
courage closer relations between the south- 
ern states and Central and South America 
touches a responsive chord in these~coun- 
tries. . The sympathy of these Latin 
countries are with the United States. -l.am 
satisfied everything being equal the trade 
of all these countries would be largeiy 
in our favor instead of against us, as at 
present. We have the advantage of loca- 
tion ‘The trade of Mexico, Guatemala, 
Honduras, Salvador, Nicaragua, Costa 
Rica, Colombia, etc, must virtually pass 
our doors to find foreign markets. The 
southern states can secure & large percen- 
tage ef this trade and the exposition will 
be beyond question an important factor in 
opening up and development of cordial bus- 
iness relations between this section and the 
southern markets oa i 

“New Orleans controlled a certain amount 
of trade from Central and South Amer- 
ica in certain lines of goods, owing to the 
steamship connections; the same main- 
tained by fruit, coffee, mahogany ‘timber 
andi cordage trade. New York, however, 
has always secured a larger proportion. 
Of very recent years a dispositfon has been 
manifested by New Orleans to secure @ 
larger portion. : 

‘“Moblie has also awakened to the fact 
that she is entitled to a portion of this 
trade and during the past two years has 
managed to influence the fruit trade to es- 
tablish at Mobile, and now an average of 
five steamers per week each unload at 
Mobile and distribute from here 125,000 
bunches of fruit, bevond the mere handling 
of these cargoes and the coaling and stores 
for these steamers, etc. Mobile is re- 
ceiving direct orders for large quantities 
of cotton goods, boots, shoes, flour, hard- 
ware, agricultural. implements, , tobacco, 
etc., from merchants in Central “America, 
who never before placed an order here. On 
my return from Honduras I brought back 
from a large firm in Honduras an order for 
prints and domestics for an amount of 
about $1,500, and the parties are more 
than satisfied and the head of the firm is 
coming to Mobile by the next steamer 
to purchase his new goods. He has always 
favored New York. Many persons spoken 
to were much pleared to hear of.the ex- 
position and to know that it was really to 
be a big affair and international in char- 
acter. Owing to revolutionary troubles in 
Honduras last year (which 1 am happy to 
say have passed away and a period of 
peace is assured under the wise administra- 
tion of President Bonnilla) and the rigid 
quarantine restrictions in the «southern 
ports, but very few Hondurean, Guatemal- 
an and were fortunate enough to see the 
world’s fair. Now the.country is prosper- 
ous. The Atlanta exposition, commencing 
in September, will give all these people a 
chance to visit Atlanta as quarantine will 
be raised not later than November ist. 

And right here I propose ‘to make a 
T am thoroughly familiar 
with Honduras and other Central--Ameri- 
can States and I have yet to know of:a 
case Of real yellow fever. I have lived 
on the coast and am now engaged in the 
fruit-growing business for eighteen months 
straight away. I have lived on the Span- 
ish main and never experienced a day’s 
sickness, and I know dozens of other 
Americans with the same experience. Con- 
sidering the frightful epidemies of yellow 
fever, which alngst /fiepopulates “ some 
Southern cities, a quarantine regulation. is 
right, but I know present restrictions. are 
too severe, and it is against the ‘south in 
favor of New York, Central American mer- 
chants say. We shouid quarantine against 
New Orleans and Mobile instead of: these 
cities against us. We have no sickness, 
and never have had an epidemic of fever. 
They can but say we of the states: are 
foolish, too exacting, etc. Why not modi- 
fy to compare with New York? kage | 
Steamer clears from Honduras and the 
United States consul issues a clear bill of 
health let such steamer bring passengers. 
When she reaches quarantine, if quarantine 
physicians find all well, jet her discharge, 
and instead from May until November no 
passenger can reach a southern port. If 
merchants do wish to come to the states 
they must take New York steamer, and 
they do and New York profits by it. <A 
modification of quarantine regulations ‘is 
necessary and. these southern :people say 
if you of the United States want our busi- 
ness treat us with a show of fairness; don't 
ask us for our business and then put a 
bar across your doors for six months in 
the year. ‘ 

“Tt may not be possible to secure much of 
a change at once, but you should endeavor 
to bring influence to bear so as to have 
quarantine declared off at Mobile and Sa- 
vannah and New Orleans, October lst,: in 
1895, instead of November 15th. If you can 
secure this you will receive the thanks of 
Central Americans and a large number of 
early visitors. 2 IRS le ; 

“Beyond talking to merchants generally 
I arranged to have the matter properly 
submitted to President Bonnilla and his 
congress, and to address you fully. I will 
explain Senor Den Jose.M. Aqgyirre,. ex-sec- 
retary or the interior of Honduras, is my 
personal friend and is the. attorney ef ‘the 
Burchard-Honduras. Fruit~.Company,- :ot 
which I’am secretary. . Senor Aquirre is 
to represent our company. in.the..capital 
during the present congress, remains there 
for some ten weeks.. He wiil present the 
Atlanta proposition and do what is. requir- 
ed in the matter, as no one else gould.. He 
is' a native, of excellent. family,.a distin- 
guished lawyer, and is called.the ‘Ingersoll 
of Honduras.’ , ;
